Mrs. Upton wes interested and recom- 
mended that she get a furnished room at a 
nearby house. The girl went at once to the 
house. She told the landlady that she was 
Reda Weiner, from Providence, and paid 
$1.50 for the rent of the room until May 1. 

On Saturday Adele bought several tollet 
articles, but was in her room early in the 
} evening. On Sunday she went to Mrs. 
Upton’s restaurant and tried her hand as 
waitress, although she wasn’t to begin work 
regularly until Monday morning. Almost 
the first thing she did was fo cut her thumb 
with a paring knife. 

Adele left her boarding house this morning: 
apparently with the intention of going to 
work at the restauraht. On her way to the 
resta t she got a glimpse of her own pic- 
ture in one of the Boston papers, with head- 
lined announcing a $5,000 reward. Instead 
of going to the restaurant she hurried to the 
South station and bolight a ticket to New 
York. This left her with only a few cents 
‘tn ber pocketbook. *

The accident occurred at about 5:20 p. m. 
at Barnard’s crossing between Elmhurst and 
Lombard, twenty miles west of Chicago. Ac- 
cording to the statements of the survivors 
the car was not going more than twelve 
miles an hour when it was struck. 

The men, who are all engaged in the dry 
goods business in their home towns, had met 
while in Chicago on business. As Sycamore 
was in the general direction of their destina- 
tions, they accepted the invitation of Mr. Mc- 
Allister to accompany him that far in his 
automobile. They left Chi yesterday 
afternoon, and claim to have gone the whole 
distance at a moderate speed. They passed 
through Elmhurst at about 5 o'clock. 


Grade Obscures View of Autoists. 

A combination of curving roadway and 
high embankment make the approach to Bar- 
nard crossing over the Northwestern rail- 
road dangerous. The men heard nothing and 
saw nothing until they ran out directly in 
+front of the east bound passenger train. 
Every effort was made to stop the train, but 
it struck the machine squarely on the side, 
shattering it and throwing its five occupants 
a considerable distance. 
, The crash, sudden stop, and screams cre- 
ated excitement that almost amounted to a 
panic on the train. The injured were taken 
care of as well as possible by the train crew 
and passengers and a fast run made for May- 
wood, where the nearest hospital was lo- 
cated. When they arrived at the Maywood 
Urfion hospital it was found that no bones 
were broken; and unless internal injuries 
were suffered, which is not thought to be the 
case, no serious consequences are nnn.

Ing a civil service examination which may be 
open to all applicants. 


Long Session Is Held. 

The board’ „ deliberations lasted three 
hours Three resolutions were adopted unan- 
imeusly. These included that referring to 
the ending of the Hild régime, a second com- 
mended his work and ordered the presenta- 
tion to Mr. Hild of an engrossed copy of 
the resolution, the third called for the ap- 
pointment of a Ubrary commission to in- 
vestigate conditions at the Chicago pubiic 
library and mam recommendations for im- 
provements. 

The session of the board was filled with 
dissensions, and at one point in the heated 
discussion one member was prevented from 
requesting the resignation of Dr. Cigrand, 
the president of the board, only through the 
efforts of one of his colleagues. 

By the actién of the board the term of Mr. 
Hild wil expire at midnight next Friday. 
Mr. Roden will take temporary charge Sat- 
urday. Under the civil seryice rules Libra- 
rian, Hild will be entitled, in the opinion of 
board members, to an annuity of 000. This 
by reason of his protracted sefvice, it being 
pointed out that the fact of his not resigning 
should have no significance in that April 80 
simply marks the end of the period for which 
he had been employed. 


Action of the Board. 

The resolutions adopted are to the follow- 
ing effect: 

** Whereas, The terme of Mr. Frederick H. 
Hild as librarian expires April 30, and he has 
failed of re#lection, the position will conse- 
quently become vacant, and, 

“ Whereas, No appointment has ‘been made 
under the civil service rules and no eligibles 
have been presented, and, 

* Whereas, According to provisions of the 
civil service rules to prevent stoppage of fhe 
library work, a temporary lMbrarian may be 
appointed, the board now appoints, subject 
to and with the approval of the civil service 
commission, Carl B. Roden temporary li- 
brarian, to serve sixty days and until a sur- 
cessor to Mr. Hild has been chosen after the 
manner prescribed by the civil service com- 
mission. 

** Whereas, The board of directors ot the 
Chicago public library have the moet sincere 
respect for the character of Mr. Hild, and 
afe particularly appreciative of the work he 
has done and the loyalty he has shown 
through twenty-two years of service; and, 
whereas, it is the wish of the board that his 
future be filled with happiness and materie 
benefits, it is now the desire of this board 
that these sentiments be engrossed and duly 
presented to Mr. Hild.

Hild Expected Reconsideration. 

Mr. Hild, who has been librarian for twen- 
ty-two years and has been employed in the 
Chicago public library for more than thirty 
years, said: . 

„1 had expected that the board would re- 
consider the request for my resignation, 
though I am not much surprised that they 
have not doné so. A great many of my 


friends have worked earnestly for me during’ 


the last two weeks. I do not yet understand 
the situation. The request for my resigna- 
uk came as a bolt out of a clear sky. I did 
not understand that the board did not like 
my work. I had never, as you say, been 
‘called on the carpet.” It seems to me that 
I should have been notified many months 
ago that things were not as desired in the 
place of the sudden fashion in which the 
word did come to me. 
„ have at present no plans for the fu- 
ture. It may be a little difficult to adjust 
myself to new surroundings.” 


Resignation Asked Two Weeks Ago. 
Two weeks ago the library board held a

‘The party 
of Young Turks has prociaimed religious 
tolerance; the Party of Liberty and the 
League of Mohammed, who .ave just been 
ousted from power, have issued similar proc- 
lamations. The Armenians have expressed 
their sympethy with the purposes of the 
Young Turks. 

Christians Sometimes at Fault. 

Whatever trouble has occurred hetween 
the Moslems and Christians has been pre- 
cipitated as mucli by the latter, it is asserted, 
as by the former. This was true, to some ex- 
tent, of the riots of fifteen years ago. A. W. 
Terrell, who was American minister at that | 
time, made a statement in one of his re- 
ports which in spite of the lapse of time since 
1 it was made, is worthy of consideration. 

Permanent curity and order in the 
Ottoman empire he said, are made im- 
possible by the rancor of race and religious 
hatred, but, above all, by the schemes of the 
Armenian anarchists, who never will rest 
while certain of the sympathy of the Chris- 
tian world. These people will watch for a 
few months the effect of reforms, and the 
secret societies, whose strength will grow on 
the terror they inspire, and who, it is known, 
will not disband, though disappointed for the 
present, will continue to foment strife and 
excite the Christian world.“ 

The suggestion has been advanced, in view 
of the inability of the authorities to accord 
protection, that the Amerfcan migsionaries 
should leave the interior and pr to the 
seaports, where foreign warships wHl be 
stationed. Any such course, however, would 
he prejudicial to the American missionary 
work in the future, and would result in the 
abendomment of large and valuable Amer- 
ican interests.

One American society alone has been in 
Turkey for eight years. It has épvested 
capital in two main directions—first, a large 
educational system embracing common 
schools, high schools, colleges for men and 
women. theological seminaries and medical 
schools and hospitals, and the other a large 
publishing and book selling business. The 
businese end of the enterprise is estimated to 
be worth in the neighborhood of $10,000,000, 
so that it te claimed to be of sufficient finan- 
cial importance to warrant. active measures 
by. the United States for its protection.

HANSON; FIRE MANIAG, OUT 


Notorious Pyromaniac Escapes 
from Elgin Insane Asylum.

DEPARTMENT IS WORRIED.

Police Seareh for Man Who Terrorized 
North west Side. 


Andrew Hanson, a pyromaniac who was 
committed to the insane asylum at Elgin 
in January, escaped yesterday at 1] a, m. and 
still is at large. The police of Chicago are 
keeping a sharp lookcut'for him and the fire 
department Js on edge, past experlénce with 
the escapades of Hanson having taught the 
firemen that fires come in bunches when he 
is not restrained. : 

His vagaries cover a period of several years 
and he is accused of starting more than 100 
fires. He nad been in the custody of the 
police a number of times and was committed 
to the Chester asylum by Judge rutnili three 
years ago. Subsequently Judge Tuthill pa- 
roled Hanson to himseit, and the police were 
afraid to lay hands on him, though the temp- 
tation was great when he, was found in the 
neighborhood of a fire. 

It was during the period of his parole tn 
December that he was placed under arrest 
on suspicién of having set fire to the coal 
and wood yard of Olaf Jackson, Hiocoming- 
dale road and Francisco avenue, causing a 
damage of $5,000. Hanson was sent to Kigin 
shortly afterward. 


Loss $475,000 in Three Days. 

The most active period of Hanson's opera- 
tions was the spring and summer of 1904. He 
ig suspected of having set fire to eighteen 
building in three days, entailing a property 
loss of $475,000. He also is suspected of hav- 
ing set fire to five hay and feed estabiish- 
ments in a like number of hours, starting 
with Kemper Bros., 663 North Halsted street, 
and ending with that of Henry G. Strasshtim, 
820 Lincoln avenue. 

It at first was supposed there was a gang at 
work, as every building burned hed a mys- 
terious mark on it, but this theory was ex- 
ploded by Inspector Revere, who gained a 
confession from Hanson. 

For many weeks people on the northwest 
side organized mutual protection parties and 
did picket duty at night. 


Refused Work; Sets Barn Afire. 

On one occasion Hanson asked for employ~ 
ment at a barn at 483-5 West North avenue. 
Upon being told that they did not need any 
one he walked away. Shortly afterward 
the barns were found to be on fire. Two lit- 
tle girls once caught him making a fire under 
the elevated structure between Washtenaw 
avenue and Hirsh street. Then he set fire 
to a barn in the vicinity. 

One of Hanson’s pecullarities was that 
he would remain near a fire until it was well 
started. This led to his being captured at 


engines his actions aroused the suspicions of 
two policemen. When he rah and attempted 
to board a Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
freight train they arrested hirn. 

Hanson is about 31 years old and formerly 
lived at 950 North Talman avenue with his 
family. He has a wife and several children.

Responsibility for Cuts or In- 


creased Tax Rate Rests 
with Executive. 


BY C. S. R. 
Springfield, III., April 26.—[Special. Lor. 


Deneen took up the question ot state finances 
with Senator Hurburgh, chairman of the 
senate appropriation committee tonight and 
will have members of committees of both 
houses before him tomorrow in an effort to 
ascertain how far the legislature and ad- 
ministration can afford to go in allowances 


to institutions and departments. 


If the assembly gives the various branches 
of state government anything like the sums 
of money which they ask, the state tax 
rate will go “ ballooning’ and Republican 
leaders fear that their party will follow it 
up into air about the time another state 


ticket is submitted to the people. 

The governor, friendly members of the 
legislature and members of the Republican 
party organization, are endeavoring to 
test sentiment of voters in advance and 


discover if Possible how the people of the 


state will regard an increase in the state 
tax levy. 


Governor to Decide Finally. 


The means of making such a test satisfac- 


torily are not at hand and it is difficult to 


see how the governor, who will have to reach 


a decision in the end, can avoid using his 
own judgment and taking the consequences. 
If he should decide to keep the tax rate at 
about its present figure—not to increase it 
more than 2 cents per $100—he will offend 


many of the men who have been working 


for institutional improvement. 


If the governor decideg to give institutions 


and departments what is needed to reise 


them to the standards contemplated in plans 


under consideration he must permit the tax 
rate to go up and is in danger, the risk being 
proportionate to the advance in rate, of mak- 
ing a political issue against not only him- 
self, but the next Republican state ticket. 
Personally the governor’s inclinations run 


in the direction of adequate appropriations 


to enable the state board of charities to

Senate bill 448, the committee measure for 
the reorganization of the state charitable, 
Penal, and correctional institutions, which 
probably will come before the upper house 
“at Springfield today on the order ot second 
reading, was indorsed yesterday by the state 
board of charities at a special meeting held 
at 100 State street. 

Dr. Frank Billings, the president, offered 
the following indorsement, which was adopt- 

unanimously; 

We desire to congratulate the members of 
the senate committee on charitable; penal, 
and reformatory institutions upon the ex- 
cellent measure it has drafted and recom- 
mended to the senate for passage, in senate 
bill 448. 

We approve of the bill and urge the sen- 
ate to pass it. It is a bill that, in our judg- 
ment, will meet the approval of the best 
minds in business, professional, and philan- 
thropic circles. It presents no experiments. 
It ls a practical combination made from three 
bills, introduced at this session from diverse 
sources, of administrative, inspectional, and 
critical forms of service that have been 


tried out with success in Illinois and othef 
American states. 


’ 
Political Lines Are Ignored. 

The reporting out of bill 448, in our judg- 
ment, indicates that the senate committee is 
anxious to place the administration(of the 
institutions above party or factional strife. 
The bill was drafted and agreed to by Re- 
publicans and Democrats. It came from the 
committee without a dissenting vote. 

“The board of charities hopes that the bill 
will pass both houses of the legislature with- 
out modification. The vital points of the bill 
consist of a central administrative. body

"President Schneider prepared for the fray 
yesterday by excoriating the teachers. bill 
in a letter to Representative Joseph Carter 
of Champaign. 

Denounces Teachers’ Bill. 

The letter follows in part: 

„Ot all the different bills which you have 
bill No. 881 is about the most dangerous and 
absurd. It would leave the board in inflexible 
straits, and it would certainly happen at 
times that we would haveto close the schools 
on account at inability to buy coal. 

tf According to calculations based on last 
year’s expenditures this bill if adépted by the 
legislature would catise the school board to 
have a deficit of $1,006,645.82, because the 
amount needed for the running of the schools 
outside of the building fund last year was 
$2,168,995.48. This is based upon the total 
receipts outside of the building fund for the 
fiscal year 1908, being $9,298,797.28, of which 
oné-eighth would amount to $1,162,349.66, 
when really doubly the amount is needed for 
running the schools.

TO APPEAL TO GOVERNOR. 


N Figures Are Produced to Show 


the Contemplated Inerease 
Is Not Needed. 


Action was taken by the Cook county 
board of commissioners yesterday against 
the bill pending before the state legislature 
to increase the number of judges in te Cir- 
cult and Superior courts by four judges in 
each court. Reasons for opposing the bill 
are given in the following paragraph from 
the report of the committee on legislation.

Printed copies of the protest will be sent 
to all the members of the state legislature 
and to Gov.

Request of Lawyers Refused. 

After the meeting of the board President: 
Busse said Attorney Millard R. Powers, a 
member of the committee of the bar associa- 
tion that has in charge the work of promot- 
ing the bill, called at his office a few weeks 
ago and asked the support of the bogrd 
for the bill. 

“I told him,” said President Busse, “ that 
the board is opposed to the bill because we do 
not need extra judges, and of course there 
is no reason in putting the county to extra 
expense by such legislation.” 

The board concurred in the recommende-

None Recognized by the Witness; 
Wayman Denies Rumors of 
New “Holdup” Probe,

State's Attorney Wayman yesterday sum- 
moned members and @mployés of the city 
board of examining engineers before the 
grand jury, but the complaining witness, 
William H. Hitchcock, who claims to have 
been mulcted of $30 for a $2 certificate, could 
neither name nor identify the man who got 
the money. 

Mr. Wayman received an additional batch 
of anonymous letters complaining against an 
alleged graft ring.“ but denied a report that 
he had evidence sufficiently strong to war- 
rant grand jury action. 

Hitchcock, who is engineer at the Dante 
school, was reported to Mr. Wayman as cir- 
culating a report that a member of the board 
of engineers demanded $175 for the issuance 
of a license, but was later satisfied with the 
payment of $20 and a promise for the rest. 
Hitchcock was an unwilling witness and ap- 
peared badly frightened when a detective 
escorted him before the state's attorney. 

“It was on Nov. 27 or 28 last year when I 
took the examination,“ Hitchcock told Mr. 
Wayman, but I don’t know the name of 
the man who collected the money. The man 
told me it would cost $175. I showed him that 
I had only $30, but explained that I was 
willing to turn that over and pay the balance 
ma month. He agreed and took the $30. The 
board examined me orally from 11 a. m. until 
4p.m. They gave me no written examina- 


tion.” ; 
Did Not Know Name. 

Mr. Wayman named over the various mem- 
bers of the board. but none of the hames was 
familiar to Hitchcock. Then he was taken 
before the grand jury and sworn, but that 
didn’t help his memory any. 

Mr. Wayman then had suhpœnas issued 
for all members and employés of the board, 


the trasactions of those two days. Three 
men responded to the summonses. They sat 
together on a bench in an outer room, where 
Hitchcock could get a good view of them, but 
he said it was none of them who got the 
money. 

Frank K. Rittenhouse, president, and L. J.

Millard B. Hereley, municipal traction ex- 
pert, reviewed every phase of the traction 
problem in his annual report issued yester- 
day. In touching on the work of his depart- 
ment, reciting the results accomplished in 
the last twelve months and pointing out the 
needs of the future, he mentioned every sub- 
ject brought to his attention from smoking to 

bways. 

e declared accidenis had decreased in 
number, that heating, cleaning, and ventilat- 
ing of cars had been brought to a higher 
standard, that train crews and passengers 
‘were better conducted, and that both service 
and equipment had been improved. 

The sum total of his principal recommenda- 
tions was an argument for a unified traction 
system—both surface and elevated—and the 
construction of adequate subways to comple- 
ment it. 


Makes Twelve Recommendations. 
He summarized his recommendations as 
follows: 
Single ownership and operation of elevated and 
surface lines. 


Through routing of elevated roads and establish- 
ing of auxiliary terminals in the downtown dis- 
trict. 

Establishing of new downtown loops before the 
completion of rehabilitation. 

That all through routes on the surface lines, as 
prescribed in the ordinance of Feb. 11, 1907. be 
put into effect as soon as possible. . 

That smoking on all street cars and elevated 
trains be prohibited. 

That a standard system of ventilation be estab- 
lished. / 

That a standard fender be adopted and used by 
all surface lines. 

That life guards be placed on all double truck 
cars. 

That all open end and elevated cars be properly 
vestibuled. 

That a block system be established on the ele- 
vated roads where it is not in use. 

A three level system of transportation (elevated, 
surface, and subway) in the downtown district. 

A depot line on the surface roads. 


Needs System and Manager. 

Mr. Hereley declared Chicago not only 
needed a unified system at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. but also a practical street rail- 
way manager who understood the city’s 
needs in their entirety, who would have au- 
thority to act immediately upon all com- 
plaints gnd suggestions, and who could carry 
the people to and from their destinations 
quickly, safely, and comfortably without con- 
troversy or cavil and without red tape and 
confusion. 

With the approval of Judge Peter S. Gross- 
cup, Attorney W. W. Gurley, will apply to 
the courts for authority to issue $500,000 in 
receivership certificates of the Consolidated 
Traction company, the proceeds to be used 
‘in rehabilitating the tracks. 

Mr. Gurley represents the receivers, D. R. 
Forgan and John M. Roach, and the action 
was determined upon at a conference be- 
tween them and representatives of the hold- 
ers of the several bond issues. It is expected 
the application will be set for hearing 
May 10.

The trial of Benjamin Briggs Goodrich, 
charged with embezzling: $5,000 from Mrs. 
Dora McDonald, was enlivened yesterday 
when Assistant State's Attorney George M. 
Popham reiterated his charge that a law- 
ver for the defense had agreed to fix 
the jury. Attorney Francis E. Hincktey, one 
of the lawyers for the defense, retaliated by 
telling the jury he understood it had been 
represented that the prosecution of Good- 
rich would be stopped by: the payment of 
$400 to the “* prosecutor.” 

Albert Cox, a former cellmate of Goodrich, 
who claims to have held his confidence, 
proved the star witness for the state, and 
in opening for the defense Hinckley told the 
jury he would call Joseph Weil, known to the 
police as The Yellow Kid,“ to impeach the 
testimony of Cox. 


Mrs. McDonald Objects, 

Mrs. Myrtle Goodrich received a divorce 
decree some weeks ago. Judge Frost heard 
the evidence, the most important of which 
was a letter from Goodrich to his wife con- 
fessing "’ relations with Mrs. McDonald. 
Subsequently Mrs. McDonald informed the 
court that she had been taken unawares by 
the hearing and had intended defending her- 
self against the charge. Judge Mack then 
set the decree aside and the case remains to 
be disposed of. 

Cox yesterday testified that after he was 
released from jail he carried numerous notes 
between Goodrich and his wife, indicating 
that the best of friendship existed between 
them despite her charges in the divorce suit. 

We will show you that Cox not only gota 
clean slate but also a piece of money for 
testifying here against my client,“ Attorney 
Hinckley told the jury. We will prove this 
by Joe Weil, who was in the same tier 
of cells as Goodrich and Cox. Weil was ap- 
| proached by an agent for the state’s attorney 
and informed that if he testified in favor of 
Goodrich the state would press all the 
charges it has against Weil. 


Describes Negotiations. 

After Cox was released and had held sev- 
eral consultations with the prosecutor he 
told Goodrich the charge against him would 
be dropped if Goodrich would induce his wife 
to withdraw her divorce suit, and give as- 
surance that Mrs. Goodrich would not sue 
Mrs. McDonald for alienation of affections, 
and if $400 was put up to take care of Pop- 
ham. I am not charging Mr. Popham with 
soliciting a bribe, hut will present the evi- 
dence for your consideration.“ 

Mr. Popham immediately appealed to Judge 
McSurely to make Hinckley prove the charge 
or withdraw the remark, but the court sald 
he would dispose of the matter later. Mr.

The prudence of the citizen musf re- 
main the best safeguard, however. Until 
the days of settled weather come the 
temptation to go far from shore is one to 
be avoided. Even the experienced men 
of the life saving service found the bat- 
tle with the winds and waves a wearing 
one. For the amateur oarsman, the sail- 
boat enthusiast, and the motor boat own- 
er the safest place for some time yet is 
on shore. 


THE WRONG WAY. 

The Church bill to load Cook county 
with eight new judgeships has been per- 
mitted to reach a third reading in the 
house. At the same time the people of 
the county, speaking through their county 
board, whose resolution of protest un- 
deubtedly will meet the approval of citi- 
zens, put themselves on record against the 
burden. 

Eight judges mean an addition to the 
county salary roll of $80,000 yearly, ex- 
elusive of the additional cost of clerks, 
bailiffs, and other expense of mainte- 
nance. This burden is to be cast upon us 
in defiance of the fact that with the as- 
sistance of the Municipal court the Cir- 
cuit and Superior judges are now gain- 
ing steadily on their work and have 
asked for no relief. 

If the legislature wishes to cure the 
law's delay in Cook county and in the 
state—and this is a laudable ambition 
Tue TRIBUNR would be the first to ap- 
plaud—let it take up the problem of the 
reform of our procedure and our judicial 
administration. To load the taxpayers of 
this state with the burden of more judges, 
as it is proposed in the Church bill and 
in the judicial apportionment bills, when 
a proper reform of otir procedure and 
judicial administration would permit a 


reduction instead of an increase of this 


burden, is a legislative offense of the 
most brazen character. 

The press of the state should join in 
a protest against all these measures which 
cannot be defied. 


CHICAGO’S MAY DAY. 

What will May day bring forth? That is 
a question which is causing considerable 
anxiety in some of the European coun- 
tries. It is the time when labor takes a 
Survey of the field. Peace and harmony 
or strikes and disorder are balanced one 
against the other. Until the event is de- 
termined conditions everywhere are uv- 
settled. Sometimes there are serious ap- 
prehensſons, followed by outbreaks as the 
day opens. | 

It is a matter of congratulation that 
Chicago conditions appear so satisfactory. 
Amicable adjustments between employers 
and employed have been effected in most 
lines of industry. The possibility of 3 
strike of lake seamen, firemen, cooks, and 
marine engineers threatens to disturb an 
otherwise peaceable _ situation. It is 
hoped that this, too, may be averted by 
the same sort of tactful diplomacy that 
has brought satisfactory solution of other 
troubles. 

Those who are associated with the build- 
ing trades are looking forward to a perioJ 
of unbroken prosperity. The sky was full 
of dark clouds not long since. The calm- 
ness and prudence strongly urged by Tue 
TRIBUNE have triumphed. The industria] 
peace. which prevails means happiness 
for laboring classes, for contractors, for 
dealers in materials, and for the thou 
sands who, direct'y or indirectly, are af- 


lationship between labor and capital. 

What is even more gratifying is that 
many of the agreements that have been 
reached are for long terms of two, three, 
or five years’ duration.

THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 

The parole system has two kinds of 
enemies. There are the open avowed an- 
tagonists who would sweep it out of ex- 
istence if they could. They are the le 
gitimate heirs of the men who resisted 
every one of the humanizing innovations 
in the criminal law and its administration 
of the last two centuries. The parole 
system is in no dgnger from these honest, 
aboveboard enemies. They are fighting 
the intelligence and humanity of the age, 
and they cannot win. 

The really dangerous enemies are the 
dishonest, disingenuous ones who assail in 
underhanded ways something they do not 
dare openly to oppose. They say they are 
for the parole and yet deny it .an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate its value. They 
vote to ctipple it, but are careful to ex- 
plain tuat they are actuated solely by 
motives of economy or their fear of the 
creation of a political machine.” They 
can find a dozen excuses for giving the 
parole system a stab under the fifth rib. 

There are two bills before the legisia- 
ture to make the system of greater value. 
The most important feature of one of 
them is the grant of authority to ap- 
point a chief parole agent and as many 
parole agents as may be necessary, not 
exceeding one to every fifty prisoners pa- 
roled. As the law stands a probationer 
has to report monthly to the sheriff what 
he has been doing, and that officer is re- 
quired to find out whether he has told 


the truth. The proposition is to repeal

the paroled prisoners. One agent would 
have his hands full keeping in to:ch with 
fift- probationers, .some of whom might 
need constant looking after. Yet the bill 
has been recalled to second reading to 
amend it by making seven the maximum 
number of parole agents. Apparently 
there are some members of the legislature 
to whom saving men from becoming ha- 
bitual criminals is a trivial matter when 
it involves the payment of salaries of 
more than seven parole agents. 

The parole system should be given the 
full fair trial it never has had—the kind 
of trial it has had in other states, where 
nobody is .asking for ite abandonment. 
The amendment which. has been meps- 
tioned should not be adopted if it can 
possibly be avoided. The bille should 
pass as they are. Then the defects in the 
administration of the parole law which its 
enemies harp on would aisappear. 


ALDRICH VERSUS TAFT. 

Senator Aldrich said last week when 
the recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee to treble the duty on gas retorts 
was under consideration, When did we 
(the Republican party) ever make a state- 
ment that we would revise the tariff 
downward?” All the party promised, 
said he, was to revise the tariff upon the 
basis of rates which would equal the dif- 
ference in cost of production, between this 
country and abroad with a reasonable 
profit. 

Thus read the Republican platform, and 
this is what Mr. Taft had to say about it 
in accepting the nomivation. 


The tariff in a number of the schedules exceeds 
the difference between the cost of production of 
such articles abroad and at home, including a 
reasonable profit to the American producer The 
excess over the difference serves no useful purpose, 
but offers a temptation to those who would mo- 
nopolise the production and sale of such articles in 
this country to profit by the excessive rate. 


Thus were the people given to under- 
stand that there would be a reduction of 
the duties in many schedules in the event 
of a Republican victory. Neither Senator 
Aldrich, nor Representative Payne, nor 
any other Republican opened his mouth 
during the campaign to deny the state- 
ment that a number of the schedules 
should be revised downward. No Repub- 
lican newspaper denied it. The voters 
believed, as they had a right to, that they 
would get a downward revision of the 
tariff in the event of Mr. Taft’s election. 
Because of that belief he got votes which 
he would not have had otherwise. 

President Taft said last December: 
“It is better to have no revision at all, 
better that the new tariff bill should die, 
unless we have revision of an honest and 
thorough sort.” The Aldrich bill does 
not answer to that description. Its author 
says it is an answer to the pledge of the 
party and to the demands of the Ameri- 
can people. 
A revision which leaves the woolen sched- 
ule untouched, which makes the cotton 
goods schedule a little worse than it is 
now, and which retains the duty on hides 
is not an honest revision. It would be 
the violation of a party pledge concern- 
ing a matter in which millions of voters 
are directly interested—a pledge which 
President Taft reiterated wuen he said in 
his inaugural that the advancement of 
rates would be required in few, if any, 
schedules. Under the circumstances it 
would be politic for the representatives of 
the Republican party in congress to keep 
its pledge.

O one will be disposed to blame Oliver 
Iselin for hesitating about giving his 
sanction to the engagement of his 
daughter, Nora, to young Count Fer- 
dinand Colloredo-Mannsfeld. For he 

knows full well that it is a matrimonial alli- 
ance that cannot offer to her the same social 
advantages which she enjoys in New York, 
where every door is open to her, and where 
her position is unexceptionable. : 

The Iselins are an old family, who before 
coming to New York, considerably over 100 
years ago, played an important role in Swit- 
serland, where one of them in particular, 
Isaac Iselin, obtained celebrity in the seven- 
teenth century as an iconoclast in proving 
conclusively William Tell to have been a 
myth. But the Iselins have never put for- 
ward any pretensions to nobility. 

Now, although Miss Nora Iselin, visiting 
Austria before her marriage, would be not 
only regarded as abundantly qualified for 
presentationat court as an American, and 
would Be welcomed at court balls as a dis- 
tinguished and charming foreigner, yet the 
moment that she marries Count Ferdinand 
Collorede-Mannsfeld she loses her American 
birthright and nationality, becomes an Aus- 
trian, and as such subject to all the laws of 
that empire, as well as to the extremely 
strict regulations which prevail as to presen- 
tation at court. In the case of the wives of 
Austrian and Hungarian nobles, no matter 
what their former nationality or the land of 
their birth, a certain number of exclusively 
noble forbears, male and female, are indis- 
pensable to presentation. 
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So stringent are these rules that the fact 
of a grandmother or great-grandmother hav- 
ing belonged to the bourgeoise is enough to 
disqualify from presentation, even if all the 
other ancestors and ancestresses are noble. 
It is for this reason. that Countess Laszlo 
Szechenyi has never been presented at court 
at Vienna éince her marriage, and it is for a 
similar reason that Miss Nora Iselin, if she 
marries Count Ferdinand Colloredo-Manns- 
feld, will nd the doors of the court of Vienna 
closed against her. 

Now, to be at Vienna and barred from court 
is more disagreeable than an analogous 
drawback would be in any other monarchical 
capital of Europe. People can, and do, live 
their entire existence in England, moving in 
the best society, without ever being presented 
or going to court. It is the same at Rome. 
But in Austria it is different. The so-called 
hofgeselschaft, or court society, forms the 
grand monde at Vienna. It constitutes a 
sort of close corporation in which everybody 
knows one another intimately; in which nine- 
tenths of the people are related to one an- 
other, and which, just owing to this, is alto- 
gether free from pose and affectation, since 
none pretend to be any richer or any higher 
than they really are. If you belong to that 
set, Vienna is the most charming and delight- 
ful capital in the world. If you are excluded 
therefrom, owing to being barred from court 
through failure to fill ancestral qualifica- 
tions, you are out of everything, and life at 
Vienna under the circumstances becomes in- 
tolerable, especially for a high spirited wom- 
an who has never been subjected to afiy such 
humiliations in the land of her birth. 
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Not a single American woman married to 
an Austrian noble will be found figuring at 
the court of Vienna, and although Count 
Anton Heussenstamm is a titular chamber- 
lain of the emperor, yet his American wife 
has never been presented since her marriage, 
although she is one of the Carrolls of Mary- 
land, that is to say, a daughter of one of the 
most historic houses of the United States. 

The Almanach de Gotha for the current 
year,by the bye, tends to still further increase 
the mystery Which prevails with regard to 
the wife of Prince Joseph Colloredo-Manns- 
feld, the head of the family. He married her 
in 1903, and at the time it was announced 
that she was a member of the Scottish ducal 
house of Graham, of which the duke of Mont- 
rose is the chief. It was on that understand- 
ing that the Agnates of the Colloredo-Manns- 
feld family gave thetr consent to the match, 
which was necessary in order to render it 
legal. When she arrived in Austria not long 
after her marriage in Paris, and there was 4 
question about her presentation at court, she 
was called upon to satisfy the rules and regu- 
lations with regard to her ancestral qualifi- 
cations for presentation. It then developed 
that she was not a Miss Graham, but that she 
was the daughter of a Belgian of the name 
of De Jonquet, settled in England, and the 
widow of John Graham of the ducal house of 
Graham. It was as such that she figures in 
the Almafiach de Gotha for 1004. She failed 
to fulfill the requirements of the court of 
Vienna and was accordingly barred there- 
from. 
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The relatives of the prince thereupon con- 
tinued further investigations concerning her. 
On the strength of these they submitted a de- 
mand to the Austrian tribunals for the an- 
nulment of the marriage and for its declara- 
tion as invalid, on the ground that their con- 
sent, necessary for its legalization, had been 
obtained by fraudulent representations. But 
as the prince declined to be a party to the 
suit, being extremely fond of his wife, the 
application was nonsuited. 

In the following issues of the Almanach de 
Gotha all reference to John Graham disap- 
peared, possibly because it had been ascer- 
tained that there had never been anybody of 
that name connected with the dukes of Mont- 
rose who had married Mile. Jonquet. The 
„de before the Jonquet likewise van- 
ished from the Almanach de Gotha, probably 
because it was found that Father Jonquet 
Was a tradesman in a small way, without any 
nobiliary attributes. 

In this year’s issue of the Almanach de 
Gotha the name of John Graham, however, 
reappears, as the first husband of the prin- 
cess, but is followed by an intimation to the 
effect that his marriage had been annulled, 
though when, and how, and where, is not 
stated. It is asserted by her friends and 
acquaintances that he is an American mil- 
lionaire instead of a Scotchman. In fact, it 
is all mysterious, and accounts for the rigid 
boycott which the remainder of the Collore- 
do-Mannsfeld family observe with regard to 
the princess, their example being followed 
by all of the Austrian great world. 
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It is owing to this that the princess, who is 
a woman of remarkable beauty and fascina- 
tion, and who has on several occasions visited 
New York with her husband, makes her 
home almost wholly in France. 

The prince, who was formerly attached to 
the Austrian embassy at Paris, where, in- 
deed, he met his wife, is a son of the former 
minister of agriculture at Vienna, while his 
grandfather, whom he succeeded some four- 
teen years ago, was famous for his miserly 
procilivities, thanks to which he amassed an 
enormous fortune, a considerable portion of 
which has been lost by the present prince in 
unfortunate speculations. The prince has no 
children, and the heir to his honors is his 
only brother, Count Jerome Colloredo- 
Mannsfeld, who is ‘captain of the imperial 
navy, and was until quite recently naval at- 
taché of the Austrian embassy at Tokio. 
Next to him in the line of succession come 
the father and elder brother of the fiancé of 
Miss Nora Iselin. 

The family, which is an ancient one, is an 
offshoot of the house of Waldsee of Swabia, 
a member of which received permission to 
build the castle of Colloredo on the Austrian 
sea coast in 1302, and took his name there- 
from. Their title of count dates from 1711, 
and their title of prince from the reign of 
Empress Maria Theresa. The name of 
Mannsfeld comes to them through the mar- 
‘riage of Prince Francis Colloredo with Marie, 
heiress and daughter of the last Prince 
Mannsfeld, in the middle of the eighteenth 
century. :

HIGH COURT DROPS “L” SUIT 
FOR WANT OF JURISDICTION. 


Chicago Condemnation Suit Dismissed 
by United States Supreme Tribunal 
Inventor Gets Rights to Patent. 


Washington, D. C., April 26.—[Special.}~— 
The Supreme court today dismissed for want 
of jurisdiction the case of George W. Thom- 
as, plaintiff in error, against the South Side 
Elevated railway company of Chicago, 
wherein Thomas protested against the con- 
demnation of certain property belonging to 
him for use by the railway company. 

The ratiway in the County court of Cook 
county sought possession of the right to en- 
ter Thomas’ property, and won. Thomas 
appealed to the Supreme court of the state of 
Illinois, where the railway’s petition again 
was upheld. 

On the constitutional ground that he was 
deprived of his property without due process 
of law, Thomas appealed to the Supreme 
court of the United States, where he argued 
his case himseff. 

The Supreme court denied the petition fora 
writ of certiorari in case of the H. Mueller 
Manufacturing company, petitioner, against 
Joseph H. Glauber. In 1905 Glauber entered 
sult against the manufacturing company for 
infringement of patent on an 1 provement 
on @ liquid shutoff. 

The case was carried from the Circuit 
court of the southern district of Illinois 
where the complaint had been dismissed to 
the Circuft Court of Appeals for the Seventh, 
circuit, where in 1908 Judge Grossecup sus- 
tained the validity of the patent and found 
that it had been infringed.

It is a straight, right out from 
the shoulder comedy, bristling with native 
wit and alive with interest and action from

The second performance ot the present en- 


gagement was watched by an audience wich 
left few vacant places in the theater and at- 
tested its approval by rounds of prolonged ap- 
plause. Unquestionably “ A Gentleman from 
Mississippi will with us for many moons 
and he will de made as welcome as the flow 
ers that come in the spring. He is likely to 
provide as much amusement for Chicagoans 
as did Senator Langdon for Washingtonians 
when he first made his advent in the national 
capital 

The idea of a comedy with a political set- 
ting is rather forbidding, for it suggests much 
talk more or less dry and uninteresting in 
nature, and numerous discussions quite for- 
eign to a considerable portion of the average 
audience. However, in these respects the 
Rhodes-Wise play disappoints most agree- 
ably. It is the evident intention to repro- 
duce scenes from national rather than polit- 
ical life and just enough intrigue is intro- 
duced to lend zest to the game. Conse- 
quently the auditor is interested and amused 
‘at the same time and so ingeniously is the 
story handled and so skillfully the denoue- 
ment withheld till the last moment that not 
the slightest hint is given as to the final 
outcome until the appointed time has ar- 
rived. 
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Senator Langdon, a blunt, outepoken, but 
truly chivalrous son of the south, is sent to 
Washington as the junior representative 
from his state. He is entirely ignorant of 
the machinations of politics and he is seized 
on immediately as a likely tool who might be 
useful in the promoting of different question- 
able schemes. 

The problem at hand is the establishment of 
a naval base on the gulf coast and two loca- 
tions are suggested, one of which is obvious- 
ly suitable and the other quite out of the 
question. As the senatorial representative 
from Mississippi, Langdon’s influence is most 
desirable and it is arranged that he shall 
make his maiden speech in defense of the 
Altacula site. 

On the day of his arrival he meets Bud 
Haines, the representative of a New York 
paper, and he is so attracted by the evident 
braininess and progressiveness of the youth 
that he engages him as his secretary. The 
novelty of the new life so appeals to Lang- 
don that he makes Haines his deputy and 
devotes his own time to the more pleasure- 
able pursuits. 

Without their father’s. knowledge Lang- 
don’s elder daughter and son have invested 
considerable sums in Altacula land, with the 
expectation that once the naval base has 
been definitely located there they will be able 
to dispose of their holdings to the govern- 
ment at a handsome profit. 
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Stevens, the senior senator from Missis- 
sippi, and Peabody, known as the king of 
the senate, likewise are financially interest- 
ed in the project and are determined that the 
Altacula site shail be chosen. It is brought 
to Langdon’s notice that even his own fam- 
ily has been plotting against his honor and 
he rouses himself to the responsibility of his 
position and resolves to outwit the schem- 
ers. 

He calls Stevens and Peabody to him 
and tells them that Altacula is the only 
possible location, but that no taint of graft 
must attach itself to the project. He gives 
them till the following day at noon to come 
around to his way of thinking and dismisses 
them and when Bud asks him what he 
is going to tell them on the morrow, more 
forcibly than elegantly he answers: D— 
if 1 know.” 

The time of meeting comes round and the 
opposition party tries to bully Langdon by 
telling him that any disclosure would in- 
volve him also, because of his family’s m- 
vestments. The idea gives him an inspira- 
tion, and in an impassioned speech he gives 
a hint of what he will say when he makes 
his first bow before the house. He will an- 
nounce that. firm in the belief that Altacula 
is the site most desirable, he and his col- 
leagues have bought up the surrounding 
land with the intention of reselling it to the 
government, at the original cost. Peabody 
and Stevens admit “heir defeat gracefully, 
and thus do honor and the gentleman from 
Mississippi win their triumph.

Burr Melntosh, who has been absent from 
the stage for many years, accomplishes his 
return in the congenial role of Senator Lang. 
don. His presentment of the character is 
mellow and gracious and warm with the 
many touches characteristic of the true 
southern gentlemap. 

His drawl and accent are delicious and are 
maintained consistently. He has two appeal- 
ing little scenes with an army veteran, which 
he sustained with rare effectiveness. and in 
the dramatic moments of the concluding acts 
he rose to the occasion with an authority 
truly convincing. It is a characterization 
so complete and so lovable that it is bound 
to live, and watching the actor last evening 
brought the realization that there is much 
cause for congratulation on Mr. McIntosh’s 
return to the stage. * 

Win Deming is the Bud Haines, and he 
makes him a keenly alert, likable type of 
American youth. The other roles are ably 
filled by a long cast of players, and as it is 
distinctly a men’s play, it is the male portion 
of the company which distinguishes itself. 


Frederick Bock. in particular, supplies an 
able character study as the Illinois veteran. 

Miss Ruth Shepley and Miss Lola May are 
attractive as the Langdon daughters. Miss 
Agnes De Lane is the conventional stage 
stenographer, because the character is so 


drawn. and Miss Butler is a handsome and 


imposing Mrs. Spangler. The settings are 
unusually handsome and complete, ard that 
used in the first act depicting the rotunda in 


a Washington hotel, is remarkable in its 


verity. 


A New Play. 

„Dope, a one act play by Joseph Medill 
Patterson, received its first presentation on 
any stage at the Bush Temple theater during 
the evening. It was preceded by The Prinee 
Chap.“ and the tempo at which the latter 
charming little comedy was played was so 
slow owing to first night conditions that the 
time was 11:30 before the curtain rose on the 
novelty. The success of the one acter was 
immediate and pronounced—the Bush Tem- 
ple audience found it wholly to its liking, and 
even though midnight had been passed when 
the performance was completed the applause 
was long continued and people staid for 
some five minutes endeavoring to get the aw 
thor to appear before the footlights. The 
approval came not from friends, either—al- 
though there were many of them present— 
but was the spontaneous action of a public 
that had heard a play that interested and 
been found good. 

Mr. Patterson for his material has not 
gone outside Chicago. He has taken facts 
as he finds them here in our own city. and al- 
though he thus has given his play a locale 
he has not localized its interest, for the con- 
ditions with which he has dealt are unfor- 
tunately existent in every large city in our 
land. He has put on the stage a straight- 
forward, concise, dramatic preachment 
against the selling of cocaine and morphine 
by irresponsible druggists, and has succeed- 
ed in presenting his argument without seri- 
ously marring the dramatic values of his 

lay. 

It had been feared in reading an outline of 
the piece that the stage worth might be 
small, but the performance of the evening 
showed conclusively that this worth is by 
no means wanting. ‘There is no intricate 
plot, of course, but the characters and their 
purposes are dramatically opposed, and the 
“eontest of wills which mates effective 
drama, is there. 

A druggist, Kalthoff, who keeps a small 
store in the Bighteenth ward. fs a seller of 
“dope” to the unfortunates who have con- 
tracted the habit of using cocaine and mor- 
phine. We see him first supplying a young 
fellow with the drug and then talking over 
matters with the policeman Jerry who 
tells him that the young women of the nvigh- 
boring settlement are investigating the sale 
of cocaine and that the selling better be 
cautiously indulged in for a time. 
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The borrowing of money and the taking of 
cigars show the intimate relationship be- 
tween the shopkeeper and the representatives 
of the law. A woman enters and busies her- 
self with the directory. A young man comes 
at the same time and endeavors to buy a 
cigar of smokable make. While the woman 
and man are there a messenger boy nervous 
and pale appears and secures from the drug- 
gist a cime’s worth of dope The mo- 
ment he has the stuff he hands it to the 
young man, the young woman throws off the 
shaw! she has had over her head and Robe 
son and lawyer and Miss Courtenay, the sec- 
retary of the society for the prevention of 
juvenile crime, face the druggist whom they 
have qaught redhanded in his misdoing. 
_ Robeson telephones for a patrol wagon, but 
can get no officer sent, until Kalthoff himself 
goes to the phone and tells the sergeant that 
it is all right—for him to send a man to make 
the arrest. Miss Courtenay asks Kalthoff 
why he selis the drug, and both she and 
Robeson voice their horror in strong and 
high sounding terms. The druggist tells of 
rents having been constantly raised on him, 
and the need for the making of more money, 
and then, ascertaining the names of the two 
young people he is able to show that the 
hypodermic syringe he has, and all the drugs 
he sells come from the firm of Robeson & 
Robeson, the large wholesale drug manufac- 
tory from which young Robeson derives all 
his income, 


He refutes the young fellow’s argument 


that a firm cannot know what is done with its 
goode after they are sold, by stating that 
Robeson & Robeson know full well that no 
druggist in the Eighteenth ward could dis- 
pose of a half ounce of cocaine if used legit- 
imately, whereas the firm has supplied him 
with hundreds of ounces in a few months.

Millers Begin Slashing Down : 


Price at the Rate of 20 
Cents a Clip. 


WHEAT STILL TUMBLING. 


Goes 3 Cents Lower During Day; 
“Public” Quits Trading 
After Reaction. 


Wheat is still tumbling, and fej] off another 
8 cents yesterday. Flour, too, has started 
down the toboggan slide, and altogether the 
outlook for the bread eaters is rosy. The 
public,” which is the board of trade term 
corresponding to lambs ”’ on Wall street, 
having been nicely fleeced by 4 drop in the 
price of wheat of between 12 and 18 cents, is 
out of it for the present. 

There is no telling how much the public ” 
has lost, but a mathematician might do some 
close figuring by starting from the proposi- 
tion that the public did not come into the 
market until it struck $1.10 for July and 
about $1.25 for the May option. From these 
points they bought all the way up to the 
top, which was $1.20 for the May and 1.1876 
for the July. 

After prices began to tumble, just before 
James A. Patten made his sudden exit 
from the ring, they began selling, and 
they sold it all the way down to the bottom, 
which was $1.05% and $1.18% for May. Dur- 
ing the decline there has probably been 
150,000,000 to 200,000,000 bushels of wheat 


Prices Short of Those Forecast. 

There is quite a contrast in the price at 
which July wheat sold during the day and 
that prophesied by James A. Patten when he 
was in command of the situation here. When 
May wheat went to $1.20, and he was asked 
if it was not due to his corner, he indignantly 
replied that there was no corner and that 
prices were controlled by the natural situa- 
tion and shortage, prophesying at the same 
time that July wheat would sell at $1.30 at | 
least, and might even go to $1.50.

) HARVESTER TAX CASE SETTLED | 


Stockholders Agree to Pay Ad- 
ditional Sum of $150,000. 


COURT APPEAL IS DROPPED. 


Mandamus of Judge Windes. 


Through a settlement of the suit brought 
to compel the board of review to assess hold- 
ers of stock jn the International Harvester 
company $150,000 is added to the company’s 
taxes for 1908. Counsel filed a stipulation 
yesterday dismissing an appeal from Judge 
Windes’ peremptory. order issued some time 
ago and the court entered an order declaring 
the writ of mandamus complied with. 

Following the entry of the order the board 
of review, in compliance with the agreement 
by counsel for the various interests, met and 
made a new assessment of $9,200,000 to cover 
the period during which the stockholders paid 
no taxes on their holdings. 

All the property, real and personal. of the 
International Harvester company had al- 
ready been fully assessed and the company 
also paid a franchise tax on its earning ca- 
pacity in the state in which it was organized, 
New Jersey. The stock merely represented 
the property and the members of the board of 
review did not think it was just to assess the 
property twice, as the stock of domestic cor- 
porations was not assessed at all, and the 
stock of foreign corporations was not as- 
sessed except in rare cases, in part because 
of the impossibility of ascertaining the own- 
ership of the stock of foreign corporations 

The assessing officers said they felt it was 
unjust to assess such stock where the prop- 
erty was situated in Illinois and was fully 
assessed and taxed; that the total assess- 
ments of the stock of foreign corporations in 
Cook county outside of the holdings of the 
Field estate and the harvester company was 
only $1,200,000; that the total stock of for- 
eign corporations assessed in the state of 
lilincis, except that of the Field estate and 
the harvester company, were already as- 
sessed for the year 1907 more than twice as 
much as all other stockholders in the state 
of Illinois. The iegality of a further assess- 
ment was doubted.
